Grizzlies. 


The hunt organized to capture Old 


Brin, the famous bear of Webber Lake, 
in the Sierr^ Nevada, is reported to be 
a big soil on do hunters. People--who 
live in the vicinity assert that a bear 
has not been seen in that neighborhood 
for over twenty years. Tho residents 
of tho locality -vsho mnko this assertion 
must be mistaken. Tan years ago the 
timber in the Siena Nevada in the vi- 
cinity of Webber Lake, which is but 
eight miles from Meadow Lake, was full 
of grizzly and cinnamon bears. Mea- 
dow Lake, now n deserted village, was a 
city then, and bea r meat was at times as 
common in the markets as beef. A 
writer of tho Stoak Keport says he saw 
a bear on the trt il leading to a moun- 
tain called Old Mai i Mountain, not over 
two miles from the -city of Meadow Lake. 
He did not get a very long look at it, 
thoxigh be saw it perfectly plain.
